SHOT ON THE STAGE 


Leading Lady In “Mr. Plaster of 
Pari«*’ K ill« the Leading Man. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Sept, 88.—Julia 
Morrison, lending lady erf the “Mr.

and management, expenses of various 
kinds are dtminatod and It is made 
possible to continue the employment of 
our capital and the employment of our 
labor and the development of our re 
sources, and the multiplication of our 
wealth; by a resort to the economies 
that “follow consolidation we are enabled 
to meet the prices of Eugland, Germany 
and the older countries of Eoropo.
